That St. Louis Trip, 

When we began to talk St. Louis 
we determined to give the very 
best possible trip to all who went, 
and give it for the least possible 
expense. We have been laboring 
along this line for several weekB, 
and are in position to announce a 
partial itinerary and hope to give 
it in full next week. 

We shall go via the Grand 
Trunk, which will be by all means, 
the popular route to St. Louis for 
Maine people as it will cost them 
less, and afford, side attractions 
not to be compared with those of 
any other route. 

We shall take a private-Pullman 
sleeper at Bethel on Monday 
evening, June 27, arriving in Mont' 
real at 7.30 on the following morn¬ 
ing. 

The second day will be spent at 
Montreal where carriage drives 
will be taken about the city, visit¬ 
ing the churches, cathedrals and 
all places of interest, including 
that beautiful ride upMountRoyal. 
Several hours will be reserved for 
rest and a stroll about the city, as 
some may desire to visit some of 
Montreal’s large department 
stores. f ;

abroad. Every person in the great 
plan of life counts; every life, 
though secluded and obscure, if 
well lived, is as kingly as one-who 
sits on the throne, and often far 
more£eo. AH honorable work is 
robed with dignity, majesty and 
power. You may wear the work¬ 
ing clothes of a farmer and yet be 
the very ideal of a hero and a 
loyal citizen; our, education has 
done no greater wrong than the 
depreciation of common work. 

We must honor simplicity, 
purity and faifchfulness in comm'on 
work and in every-day life.

Manchuria, which is the present 
bone of contention, is large enough 
to be an empire in itself, being 
about ten times aslargs as thejState 
of Ohio. If it were as thickly pop¬ 
ulated as Ohio, itfcwould contain 40,- 
000,000. But the estimates of its 
population range from 10,00(1,000 to 
20,000,000, while the larger part of 
this number is in the southern I 
and southeastern provinces. v The 
vast territory in northern Man¬ 
churia, which lies between the 
Russian settlements, is thinly pop¬ 
ulated, not because it is destitute 
of agricultural and mineral re¬ 
sources, but because of the dis¬ 
organized social and political con¬ 
ditions. The Chinese Government 
bas never been strong enough to 
secure throughout this region the 
protection of private rights which 
Is .essential to prosperity. The 
“robber bands,” of which we hear 
so much in Manchuria,. have so| 
terrorized the whole country that 
there was no inducement for the 
accumulation of property through¬ 
out the regions bordering Russian 
possessions, where these bandits 
have had freest sway, while in the 
southern and southeastern parts, 
almost, the only protection secured 
by the property-owners has been 
that granted them by an organi¬ 
zation of the “robber bands” into a 
trust, which has to some extent, 
served the purposes of govern¬ 
ment. 

The entrance of Russia into Man¬ 
churia follows, therefore, the well- 
recognized natural demand of 
more civilized and orderly com¬ 
munities to enter into 'the posses¬ 
sion of adjoining territory which 
is not properly policed or develop¬ 
ed by existing occupants and 
governing powers. The govern¬ 
ment of Ghina has not done enough 
for the unsettled portions of Man¬ 
churia to give her any special 
claim upon the territory. In the 
main, the people have been left to 
protect themselves; so that the re 
lation of the Russians to northern 
Manchuria is not much different 
from that of the people of the 
United States, a generation or two 
ago, to the fertile areas in the 
West.—Review of Reviews for 
April. 


It becomes move and more evident 
each year that much o£ the sickness 
prevalent in the country is directly at¬ 
tributable to the quality of the water. 
By careful studying the matter ..it is 
found that in nine cases out of ten 
typhoid fevers originate in families 
whose water supply is from a well, 
into which impure water comes. This 
may be from tbe farm-yard, and quite 
generally such is the case. For some 
years the water in a well near the 
house may be pure and wholesome, 
but by-and-by the soli between it and 
( the barn-yard will become so-impreg¬ 
nated with pollution that an un¬ 
healthy quality will be imparted to it, 
and disease will result from its use. 
This is almost sure to be the case 
when the distance between the two is 
not great, because, as a general thing, 
the bottom of the well is lower than 
the yard, and the drainage from the 
latter will extend in all directions 
through the most porous strata of 
soil, and when it reaches the well it 
will naturally flow into it as a reser¬ 
voir. No matter how pure the water 
may have been when the well was 
first dug, sooner or later it will be 
contaminated by water flowing 
through the soil from barnyards and 
cess-pools located anywhere near It, 
We have in mind a case in which four 
children died from diphtheria. An 
examination by the physician proved 
that the slops from the kitchen had 
so filled the soil for a distance of 
twenty feet between the back door, 
•out of which they were thrown, and 
the'use of it, diphtheria had certainly 
resulted. When making a well, have 
it if possible, above the barn-yard, 
and let the drainage be from it 
rather than into it. Arrange a 
place for slops with a cement bottom 
and sides, from which glazed pipes, 
cemented together, allow the un¬ 
healthy matter to flow' off and away 
from the well.
